the Surgeon, and lefs painful to the Patient Mior yet 
fo liable to wreath the Mufcles, and diftort the Ends 
of the fradured Bones. 

And to render this Machine of the like Service at 
Sea, where we are in the greateft need of Helps of 
this Nature $ I have defigned a Bed to fwing and 
yield to the Ship's Motion, whereon the Patient is 
to be laid, with the Engine thereto fixed, that the 
frequent Difcompofure and Difturbance given to the 
frafturcd Part by the Ship's rolling and working at 
Sea, may be prevented.
